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Editorial Notes 


WO new “Library curriculum studies” prepared under the 
direction of W. W. Charters are now being distributed in 
mimeographed form. One, by Francis K. W. Drury, on The 
selection and acquisition of books for libraries, considers in 
great detail not only book selection but all the processes of or- 
dering and receiving books. A limited number of copies are still 


available from A. L. A. for two dollars and fifty cents. The 
other, by Margaret Mann, on The classification and cataloging 
of books, is a full and authoritative treatment. Both texts are of 
great value and interest to the whole profession. 


HISTORICAL document of first importance for “both 
scholars and plain citizens” is Miss Florence Wilson’s 
The origins of the League Covenant, just published by the 
Hogarth Press in London. The aim of this treatise is to describe 
the drafting of the Covenant, and, “by tracing the attitude of the 
representatives of each country to its terms, to give an inter- 
pretation of the Covenant by the men who drafted it.” After 
leaving Columbia University Library in 1917, Miss Wilson or- 
ganized the library of the American Peace Commission and later 
became the only woman member of that Commission. She was 
for several years in charge of the library of the League of Na- 
tions. During the past year she has been a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Paris Library School. 





WO bulletins which were received too late for entry in the 

regular list are mentioned here because many high school 
librarians will want to have them before fall. Hnriched teach- 
ing of English in the high school, by Maxie N. Woodring and 
Rachel T. Benson, both of Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, is a collection of lists of references on many subjects. The 
second is the May Extension bulletin of the University of North 
Carolina, on High school library standards. 


LIST of recent fiction suitable for senior high schools, com- 

piled by Helen Harris of Drexel Institute, will be included 
in an early issue of the Booklist. One for junior high schools 
will follow. <A list of Italian books for public libraries, by 
Leonilda Sansone of the New York Public Library, will appear 
in the October issue.
